Energy bill drives down gas prices—temporarily 


CHICAGO (AP) — The prices of 
gasoline, home heating oil, heavy in­ 
dustrial fuel and most other 
petroleum products have declined in 
March as a result of the federal om­ 
nibus energy bill which took effect 
Feb. l, according to oil industry 
analyst Herbert Hugo. 
“This is the first real clue that the 
American public has had as to the 
general impact of this bill on con­ 
sumer prices, and it’s definitely good 


news for the consumer,” said Hugo, 
editor of Platt’s Oilgram, an oil in­ 
dustry newsletter. 
Hugo said in a telephone interview 
Sunday that the effects of the bill, 
passed late last year and signed by 
President Ford over the strong 
objections of the oil industry, could 
not be determined until one month 
after it went into effect. 
He said that so far in March, 12 
major and independent oil com­ 


panies have cut gasoline prices from 
half a cent to 2.9 cents per gallon. 
Only one major company, Texaco, 
increased prices, with a one-cent 
hike earlier this month. Hugo said. 
“If 12 out of 13 have gone down in 
March, it seems safe to me to say the 
curve will continue downward for the 
rest of this month,” he said, adding 
that this is “the continuing and 
deepening of a trend that has been in 
motion since Labor Day.” 


Hugo said, though, that March “is 
going to be the low point, the base­ 
ment, for consumer (gasoline) 
prices. I think that in April prices 
are going to start turning around. 
“Under this 40-month energy bill, 
the immediate impact was to force a 
reduction in price of about $1 a 
barrel on crude domestic oil that the 
companies could charge. Starting in 
April, miniscule increases are per­ 
mitted over the next 39 months. This 


won’t lead to a melodramatic rise, 
but a gradual inching upward, 
because prices for gasoline are so far 
below those permitted by the govern­ 
ment that oil companies are bleeding 
at the gut right now (to raise 
prices).” 
Hugo said fierce competition has 
kept those prices below allowable 
levels, but several forces other than 
the provisions of the energy bill will 
push them up again, including an im­ 


proving economy and a seasonal in­ 
crease in the demand for gasoline 
that occurs each spring. , 
Eight of 12 major companies that 
supply home heating oil have also 
dropped prices in March, Hugo said, 
from half a cent to two cents per 
gallon. He said a check of other sup­ 
pliers of petroleum products showed 
that the prices of “jet fuel, propane, 
and heavy industrial fuels also went 
down in March.”

Navy charges 
two officers 
in ship crash 
NORFOLK, Va. CAP) — The Navy 
ordered courts-martial today for the 
captain of the USS Belknap and its 
ofticer of the deck at the time the 
guided missile cruiser collided with 
the carrier John F. Kennedy in the 
Mediterranean last Nov. 22. 
Eight persons died in the collision 
and 47 were injured Repairs to the 
Belknap are expected to cost 
millions of dollars, and take more 
than a year to complete at the Phila­ 
delphia Navy Yard. 
Atlantic Fleet headquarters said 
that after reviewing results of an in­ 
vestigation of the collision it had 
ordered trials for Capt Walter R. 
Shafer, commanding officer of the 
Belknap when the collision took 
place, and Lt. (j.g.) Kenneth M. 
Knull, officer of the deck. 
Both are charged with suffering 
the loss of U.S. military property 
through neglect and permitting the 
hazarding of Navy vessels 
Shafer is also charged with 
dereliction of duty and violating 
Navy regulations. 
An Atlantic Fleet headquarters 
spokesman said the courtsmartial 
will be held at the Norfolk Naval 
Base but no date had yet been set 
Both the Belknap and the John F 
Kennedy are based at Norfolk.

Aide sees big vote 
for Ford in Illinois 


CHICAGO (AP) — President Ford 
looked for another victory, Ronald 
Reagan braced for another defeat 
and the Republican rivals left the 
campaign arena to Democratic con­ 
testants today on the eve of the 
Illinois presidential primary elec­ 
tion. 
It was the fifth leg of the White 
House relay race and among 
Democrats, a man who wasn’t runn­ 
ing, Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, loomed over the field as he 
sought to reassert the dominance he 
once enjoyed in Illinois presidential 
politicking. 
Ford managers professed to be 
m ore concerned about o v e r­ 
confidence than about the ballot-box 
impact of a budding controversy 
over Howard H Callaway, Ford’s 
suspended campaign m anager. 
Callaway faces an investigation of 
his role in pressing while secretary 
of the Army for expansion of Use

Stevenson III as a favorite son can­ 
didate, hopes to lead more than 100 
of the state s 16» delegates when they 
go to New York City in July to choose 
a presidential nominee

Ford blames 
cities' financial 
woes on Dems 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford today accused the Demoera tic- 
controlled Congress of threatening 
the nation’s cities with disaster by 
failing to approve an extension of the 
revenue-sharing program. 
Speaking to a meeting of some 
2.000 municipal officials. Ford also 
chided Congress for being slow in 
providing supplemental money for 
an existing public jobs program 
while defending his veto of the 16- 
billion public works bill which Con­ 
gress unsuccessfully tried to 
override 
Ford said revenue-sharing must be 
renewed this year but “Congress did 
not share my sense of urgency It is 
becoming increasingly apparent that 
the Congress fails to understand the 
importance of this program to the 
people of the cities, and counties and 
states of our nation. 
“ Failure to renew this program 
woulck weaken the fiscal stability of 
our citiee You know that expiration 
of this program, or a reduction in the 
payments you now receive, would 
mean cutbacks in essential services, 
increased public and related private 
sector unemployment, or the imposi­ 
tion of more taxes 
“ Maybe this is what some par­ 
tisans want. But 1 don’t.’ 
F o rd 's a tta c k on C ongress 
followed criticism from some 
municipal leaders who blamed both 
the White House and Congress for 
(ailing to extend revenue-sharing 
In a news conference Sunday open­ 
ing the annual legislative conference 
of the U.S. Conference of Mayors and 
the National League of Cities, Mayor 
Moon Landrieu of New Orleans said 
the stalemate was leaving the cities 
“on the brink of chaos ” 
Landrieu applauded Ford for 
proposing an extension of revenue- 
sharing but said even Ford has 
“failed to realize the impact that in 
fiation is having on our general 
revenue-sharing funds. 
“ At the same time, we must also 
point out that other actions by the 
P resident jeopardize the re ­ 
enactment o( this vital program, 
Landrieu, a Democrat and head of 
the mayors' conference, said.

program, heart of former President 
R i c h a r d M, N i x o n ’s “ New 
Federalism.*’ has pumped more than 
$30 billion into state and local 
governments since enactment in 
1972. 
However, the program expires 
Dec. 31 unless Congress can come up 
with an extension. Ford proposed a 
5ai-year extension of almost $40 
billion, a slight increase in funding 
but one which city officials say is in­ 
adequate. 
The Ford package was submitted 
almost a year ago but is still in a 
House Government operations sub­ 
com m ittee which iasrt Thursday cut 
the program back to J*» years and 
froze the level of funding. 
Meanwhile, Ford has vetoed the 
$6-billion public works job bill, an an­ 
tirecession program first proposed 


by the mayors as emergency reces­ 
sion relief for cities, which they say 
are hardest hit by the nation s 
economic difficulties. Ford said the 
bill cost too much, and he is sup­ 
porting other legislation designed to 
create jobs but which carry a 
smaller federal expenditure. 
Some city officials are still sim­ 
mering over the veto. Some mayors, 
testifying Sunday before the 
Democratic party’s platform com- 
nuttee, insisted not only on revenue- 
sharing but some recession relief as 
. well. 
“The callousness of the President 
in boasting about this kind of veto is 
ju»t incredible,” said Mayor Henry 
Maier of Milwaukee, chairman of the 
Conference of Democratic Mayors 
“In the core areas of the large 
cities of this country, unemployment 
runs anywhere from 35 to 45 per 


c e n t.” 


Death plot against 
Ford, Reagan probed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The FBI 
and Secret Service are investigating 
a reported terrorist plot to assas­ 
sinate President Ford and former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan at 
the Republican National Convention 
in Kansas City, a Secret Service 
spokesman said today. 
Asked about an account of the plot 
a Chicago newspaper, Secret Service 
spokesman Ken Lynch said; “This is 
an FBI-developed investigation. We 
are actively cooperating with them 
on tbe investigation. We cannot give 
you any of the details because it is an 
ongoing investigation. ” 
Asked whether the Secret Service 
considered the threat serious, Lynch 
replied “ All threats are serious, if 
indeed they are threats ’ 
There was no immediate comment 
from the FBI 
Ford and Reagan are contenders 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination, to be made at the 
Kansas City convention which gets 
underway on Aug 18. 
The Chicago Tribune said in a 


story from San Francisco that 
Justice Department sources said the 
plot involved a commando-style as­ 
sassination team of persons from the 
San Francisco Bay area. The news­ 
paper said it was informed that the 
plot was discovered while it still was 
in its early planning stage 
The Justice Department learned of 
the plot from an informant who was 
“a part of the violent underground in 
northern California,” the Tribune 
said. It said its sources believe * the 
plan apparently was being designed 
to throw the convention into com­ 
plete chaos ” 
“ We certainly can’t discount 
anything of this nature,” the Tribune 
quoted an investigator as saying. 
“ Especially since the information 
emanated from northern Califor­ 
nia.” 
The Tribune said the remark 
referred to attempts against Ford s 
life in Sacramento and San Fran­ 
cisco Lynette “Squeaky 
Fromme, 
a follower of Charles Manson, was 
sentenced to life in prison.

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Brown begins his campaign still asking questions 
He sticks to his message of 'lowered expectations' 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr., who won 
unprecedented popularity in Califor­ 
nia with his politics of “ lowered ex­ 
pectations,“ is introducing the same 
unorthodox message to the presiden­ 
tial campaign 
The introspective, ever-ques­ 
tioning governor said he entered the 
race for president in California's 
June 8 Democratic primary so he 
can 
“ a s k s o m e q u e s t i o n s . 
Everythi ng ought to be r e ­ 
examined ’’ 
Brown said he hopes that will force 
other presidential candidates to re­ 
examine their thinking and face what 
Brown says are the real issues: 
limited resources and “ matching 
people to the work.” 
Asking unexpected questions has 
been a trademark of the 37year-old 
bachelor’s state administration for 
the past 14 months. 
And Brown’s style of questioning 
— perhaps more than any new 
answers he offers — has been a key 
to his popularity and his identifica­ 
tion as a “ new breed’’ of politician. 
But Brown's answers are equally 
unorthodox. 
“ Lower your expectations. We are 


living in an era of limits. The idea 
that everbody's income every year 
gets a little bigger, and therefore one 
accumulates more objects on an un­ 
ending escalation of consumption — 
that is a little unrealistic. 
“ We are entering an era where we 
are going to have to work harder for 
less return ’’ 
The pollsters in California say that 
m essage, which most politicans 
would shun as heresy, is perceived 
by voters as candor, a mark of the 
nonpolitician during an era in which 
politicians are suspect. 
The former Jesuit seminarian, 
who says he still retreats from time 
to time to Buddhist and Trappist 
monasteries to think undisturbed, 
said those two points — asking ques­ 
tions and discussing how to live in a 
world of limited resources — will be 
a major part of the presidential cam­ 
paign he announced Friday. 
So far, Brown's campaign is 
limited to the California primary, 
the last and biggest in the nation. 
But he refused to rule out the pos­ 
sibility of entering other primaries, 
saying only he has “ no present 
plans’’ to campaign outside Califor­ 
nia. 


He said he is “ a serious can­ 
didate’’ and that he is not running to 
limit the field and unite the state 
delegation, which is the traditional 
role of favoriteson candidates. He 
confirmed only after some hesitation 
that he is seriously seeking the pres­ 
idency. 
“ Certainly by putting my name in 
the running, I don’t exclude that pos­ 
sibility. It's there, so the answer is 
yes.’’ 
Brown, the son of former Cal­ 
ifornia Gov. Edmund G. “ F a t’’ 
Brown, has broken all popularity 
records in California voter opinion 
polls. 
Last month, he received an 86 9 
per cent “ approval rating’’ for his 
job as governor in one poll of Califor- 
nians. In a s e p a r a t e poll of 
Democrats, he topped all contenders 
for president. That kind of showing 
in June could win up to 150 of Cal­ 
ifornia's 280 dlegates. 
His support spans the liberal- 
conservative spectrum, appealing to 
divergent groups with a mix of fiscal 
conservativism and liberal appoint­ 
ments. 
His critics, although fewer in 
number, also span the full political 


range of far left to far right. A com­ 
mon complaint of both liberal and 
conservative foes is that Brown is 
more talk than action. 
As governor. Brown has signed 
legislation 
liberalizing marijuana 
and sex laws and plugging so-called 
tax loopholes. 
But he also adopted a tighter 
budget than his predecessor, Ronald 
Reagan, a Republican who was 
known as a conservative. And he 
pushed through mandatory prison 
terms for criminals using firearms. 
Brown n a me d a Mexican- 
American welfare rights lawyer to 
head the state health and welfare 
agency. But he retained the major 
features of Reagan's welfare reform 
law 
He has won the most public ac­ 
claim for symbolic gestures of his 
frugal personal style — selling the 
governor’s limousines, refusing to 
live in a new $1 3-million governor’s 
mansion, patching the carpet in his 
office. 
“ I think a grand style with chauf- 
f e u r s and m a n s i o n s is i n ­ 
appropriate,’’ Brown said. “ I think 
the lifestyle of our political leaders 
should be consistent with our ac­ 


complishments, and our accomplish­ 
ments are modest.’’ 
But the thing that sets him apart 
from most politicians is his 
philosophical, detached manner of 
questioning almost everything that 
government does. 
In the interview Friday in which he 
revealed his candidacy, Brown said 
he will run because some fundamen­ 
tal questions need to be asked about 
national policies. 
“ Everything ought to be re­ 
examined. but re-examined in the 
light of furthering certain principles 
that come out of a certin liberal, 
humanistic tradition,’’ Brown said. 
“ The idea of a tough, questioning 
process may not have a dramatic 
ring to it. But when you apply it to 
something like a freeway program or 
an art program or a criminal justice 
program or education, it is a very 
real thing. 
“ That forces a certain dialectic 
and d i a l o g u e that has been 
ch aracteristic of my adminis­ 
tration. That kind of philosophy and 
approach is what I think is neces­ 
sary, and my entry in the primary 
will tend to give that approach a 
hearing."

Patty's trial 
expected to 
resume today 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Govern­ 
ment rebuttal testimony in Patricia 
Hearst’s bank robbery trial was ex­ 
pected to resume today when Miss 
Hearst, nearly recovered from a 
bout with the flu, returns to court. 
“ Every indication is she will be in 
court Monday," defense attorney 
Albert Johnson said Sunday. “ She 
told me she’s improved, although she 
still has some aching and con­ 
gestion.” 
Court sessions were canceled last 
Thursday and Friday when the 22- 
year-old newspaper heiress fell ill 
and was returned to her San Mateo 
County Jail cell to recuperate. 
Dr. Harry Kozol, a Boston psy­ 
chiatrist who interviewed Miss 
Hearst for the prosecution, was on 
the stand last week and is expected 
to continue testifying today as the 
trial enters its eighth, and perhaps 
final, week. 
Kozol’s controversial Jan. 7 ex­ 
amination of Miss Hearst was the 
subject of a three-day pretrial hear­ 
ing. The defense tried to prevent 
further examination by the psy­ 
chiatrist. whom Miss Hearst said 
had bullied her to hysterical tears 
with accusing questions. 
However, Kozol disputed virtually 
all her contentions, and U.S. District 
Court Judge Oliver J. Carter ordered 
Miss Hearst to submit to further ex­ 
amination by Kozol. 
Since last week. Miss Hearst’s 
physical condition has become near­ 
ly as much an issue as her mental 
condition because it has slowed down 
her already protracted trial. 
Jail officials reported Saturday 
and Sunday that Miss Hearst was im­ 
proved and said she was resting com­ 
fortably without fever. 
But Johnson said Sunday that Miss 
Hearst is “ a rundown person She 
was rundown before the trial, and 
sh e’s more rundown now 
She 
weighed herself the other day and is 
down to 92 pounds.” 
The Boston attorney said it is un­ 
likely Miss Hearst will be called to 
the witness stand during defense 
rebuttal. But be said it hasn t been 
decided whether her parents — Ran­ 
dolph A Hearst, president of the San 
Francisco Examiner, and Catherine 
Hearst, a University of California 
regent — will be called. 
Carter used the delay caused by 
Miss Hearst s illness to draft a plan 
for speeding up the trial.

Paradise trip 
now a reality 


LOS ANGELES (AP)—Attention dreamers: an in­ 
surance salesman turned free spirit is offering would-be 
Robinson Crusoes a six-mouth trip to paradise. 
Those who find paradise a little too rough can fly home, 
says 33-year-old Bob Miles, trip coordinator. Those who 
like it can stay indefinitely, he adds. 
But Miles warns that anyone interested m learning to 
survive with a group of strangers on a tropical island had 
better sign up soon. The cost of six months in paradise has 
already soared from $500 to $1,500, and it's still climbing. 
Miles says the survival experiment, sponsored by the 
Community Education Project through the International 
Center for Strategic Studies here, is only for "very un­ 
usual" people. 
“ It’s not for everyone.” says the man who junked an 
insurance sales career to sail around the world. "It's for a 
very unusual person 
A person who’s a combination 
dreamer and realist.” 
Miles tells recruits his paradise trip involves a 40-day 
sea journey to eight acres be leases on the island of 
Roatan, about 30 miles from Honduras in Central 
America. The island has 7,000 inhabitants, vicious sand 
fleas, and occasional hurricanes, he says. 
So far, about 85 Southern Californians have committed 
themselves to the trip, often resigning from jobs and 
liquidating possessions Thirty of the 85 have already 
sailed to Ensenada. Mexico, the first stop on the voyage. 
Members of the group planning to leave the rat race be­ 
hind include teachers, a dentist, a casino dealer, assorted 
students, and a 67-year-old bookkeeper There’s even a 
masseuse to help soothe shoulders weary from building 
grass huts.

Dance 
director 
Berkeley 
succumbs 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif (AP) - 
Dance director Busby Berkeley, 
whose penchant for m assing 
beautiful chorus girls in scant 
eostum es produced som e of 
Bollywood’s most elaborate musical 
motion pictures, has died here at 80. 


"Berkeley directed a slew of 
musical films which featured ex­ 
travagantly choreographed dance 
numbers. 
He personally wrote and rode herd 
on most of the dance scenes, and 
m o v ies such a s “Gold Diggers of 
©33” and other “Gold Diggers“ 
films, “42nd Street,“ “ Footlight 
Parade,” “Ziegfeld Girl,” “Broad­ 
way Serenade' and “ For Me and My 
• i«i.” became dass-ics of their time. 
* Berkeley died at his home Sunday. 
The cause of death was not im- 
piediately known, a spokesman for a 
Palm Springs funeral home said. The 
Jlivorside County Coroner’s office 
scheduled an autopsy 
Berkeley is survived by his sixth 
wife, Etta. 
In their time, many of his films 
were considered risque because of 
the women’s costumes, but Berkeley 
was careful not to offend the Hays 
Movie Code Office, and his scenes 
were rarely trimmed or censored for 
siiowing too much flesh. 
Born William Berkeley Enos on 
Nov. 29, 1895. in Los Angeles, 
Berkeley began his career as a 
darner on the New York stage. He 
made his first movies in the early 
1930s and his last one in 1963 
One of the more lavish was 
“Footlight Parade,” which contains 
one of his most famous musical 
dance sequences. About 160 beautiful 
women swim, careen down slides 
and precision dive into a huge pool. 
He filmed the women from above — 
tiien considered an innovation 
In his “Gold Diggers of 1935,“ 
Berkeley used 100 women sitting at 
100 pianos playing for 100 tuxedo- 
wearing male dancers. 
Lucille Ball, Jane Wyman. Paulet­ 
te Goddard, Betty Grable and Jeanne 
( rain were some of the female leads 
who rose to lame through Berkeley’s 
musicals.

Two men have been arrested for 
investigation of murder in the death 
of a 58-year-old Ontario man Satur­ 
day night from an apparent overdose 
of heroin. 
Booked in the West End Jail this 
morning were William Douglas 
Haley, 22, of Fontana and William 
Ammons. 24, of 850 W. Mission Blvd., 
Ontario. 
Police in Ontario arrested the two 
men Satuaday night shortly after 
Grattus Cloud, 58, of 1738 E. Fourth 
St., Ontario, died at San Antonio 
Community Hospital about 10 p.m. 
A preliminary coroner’s autopsy 
showed that Cloud apparently died of 
an overdose of heroin. 
Police said the two suspects were 
arrested after giving conflicting 
statements about Cloud’s death. 
Police maintain that the suspects, 
following an argument, gave Cloud a 
heroin injection that caused his 
death. 
Officers gave this version of what 
happened: 
About 2:30 p.m. Friday Mrs. Cloud 
called Ontario firemen to report that 
her husband had passed out. When 
firemen and police arrived at the 
Fourth Street trailer park they found 
Cloud inside of a car being assisted 
by Haley and Ammons. A third man, 
not being held in the case, also was 
aiding Cloud. Cloud was rushed by 
ambulance to San Antonio Com­ 
munity Hospital. 
Police on further investigation 
learned that Cloud, Haley and Am­ 
mons were using heroin, and Cloud 
had apparently overdosed in a 
laundry room in the trailer park 
Later police in questioning Mrs. 
Cloud found that Haley and her hus­ 
band had been in argument earlier. 
She said she heard her husband say, 
“If you keep hollering about your pay 
I'll turn you in.” She said that Haley 
replied. “ What 1 ought to do is give 
you an overdose so you will have a 
seizure.“ 
Police said another man is slated 
to he questioned this morning who 
may have overheard the same 
eariier conversation 
Sheriff's homicide detectives this 
morning asked the public’s help in 
attempting to locate a 14-year-old 
girl for questioning in the apparent 
kidnaping early Saturday of an 11- 
month-old VALINDA child 
The girl was identified as Rebecca 
Medellin, whose address is not 
known She had been staying at the 
Vaiinda home since Thursday. 
Deputies earlier believed that Miss 
Medellin’s name was Gwen M Duke 
and that she was 19 Today they said 
they have learned that Duke was an 
alias she used 
The baby's mother, 20-year-old 
Marguerite Vezina, said she dis­ 
covered that her son, Richard A. 
Vezina Jr., was missing from his 
crib Saturday morning Also gone 
were Miss Medellin and the child's 
clothing, bottle and some food 
Miss Medellin, described as a 
friend of the family for almost a 
year, is white, 5 feet 6 weighing 130 
prninds She has brown, shoulder 
length hair and wore a blue blouse 
and jeans. 
Fuel from a kerosene lamp on the 
dining room table was used to set 
two fires in the home of Janice 
Talbot, 1710 Vandergrift Lane, 
POMONA, wtule she was gone. 
According to Pomona Fire Depart­ 
ment officials, the home was broken 
into through a bedroom window Sun­ 
day night and contents of the 
bedroom were scattered 
When firemen arrived at 9:07 p m

Aftershocks 
of nuclear 
test Unger 


MERCURY, Nev. (AP) - “ I 
thought it was never going to stop It 
seemed like the aftershocks lasted 
longer than they ever did before,” a 
woman on duty at the Las Vegas Fire 
Department said of an underground 
nuclear test 120 miles away. 
Officials at the Nevada Test Site 
here said the Sunday morning blast 
went smoothly, and no damage was 
reported But one Las Vegas woman 
said the jolt set her chandeliers 
swaying for 15 minutes 
The detonation had a force of 
500,000 to one million tons of TNT, 
about 25 to 50 times as powerful as 
the atom ic bomb dropped on 
Hiroshima during World War U. 
A professor at the C altech 
S eism ological L ab o rato ry in 
Pasadena. Calif., said the blast had a 
force equivalent to a “moderate 
earthquake “ 
Dr. Clarence Allen, professor of 
geology and geophysics, said the ex­ 
plosion was eq u iv alen t to a 
magnitude of 6.1 on the Richter 
scale 
By com parison, the 1971 
earthquake centered in the San Fer­ 
nando VaUey near Los Angeles had a 
force of 6 4, he said, 
A spokesman for the Energy 
Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration said no radiation leaks 
were reported after the 7:30 a.m. 
EST test. The detonation was 4,175 
feet underground 
“There were no problems at all,’’ 
said Dave Jackson, the spokesman, 
adding that there have been no radia 
tion leaks from any underground 
blasts since December 1970 
Jackson said the detonation caused 
buildings to sway perceptibly in Las 
Vegas and other areas near the site, 
which is in the Pahute Mesa area of 
the Nevada desert 


Campbell says he was at the 
meeting The Forest Service is part 
of the Department of Agriculture.

On Sunday, Simon Tuilai, as­ 
sistant agent-in-charge of the Denver 
FBI office, confirmed that the FBI 
was investigating the case but 
refused further comment. “We were 
told back at headquarters to refer 
questions to the U.S. attorney’s of­ 
fice,” Tuilai said. 
Callaway said he is confident there 
has been no impropriety. He said he 
asked to be relieved because he feels 
Ford’s reputation of openness, 
honesty and integrity makes it “im­ 
portant to go the extra mile.” Ford 
said in Greensboro. N.C., that he was 
relieving Callaway at Callaway’s 
request.

Too many hills 
for great idea

But there were problems soon after the start of the 
program in 1973. 
“What we didn’t realize at the time was the number of 
hills in the city," recalled Clinton Chafin, then a super­ 
visor and now deputy director of the police department. 
“ Bikes and officers started breaking down right away.” 
The bicycle brigade was abandoned But in another at­ 
tempt to cut down on gasoline consumption, a downtown 
horse patrol was begun in 1974. Now that’s gone, too 
The mounted force has been banished uptown to Pied­ 
mont Park and the surrounding residential area. 
Among the complaints against the horses was that their 
droppings created a mess and they were too easily dis­ 
tracted by cars and people moving through the crowded 
streets.

shrugs off all talk of retirement, 
sources close to the Sol Hurok 
management organization say they 
have the impression “he may not 
want to give another concert after 
the one tonight 
“ But, the incredible shape he's in, 
be could go on forever.” 
The Polish-born virtuoso made his 
debut in Berlin in 1899 and first 
played in America at Carnegie Hail 
— where he will perform tonight — 
on Jan 8, I906 
Although his star shone brilliant 
over Europe and South America for 
the next 25 years, American concert 
goers tended to look down on the 
flamboyant pianist and be seldom 
played here 
“ Wrong-note R u b i n s t e i n , ” 
Americans called him and gave their 
dollars and devotion to such more 
austere pianists as the late Joseph 
Lbevinne 


The late impressario Sol Hurok 
finally made Rub inst ei n an 
American favorite — and also in­ 
sisted that he call himself “Artur,” 
without the “h”, as a glamour trick. 
Rubinstein told Henahan he prefers 
using “ Arthur” in the United States. 
Rubinstein, who came here first as 
a protege of Ignace Paderewski, un­ 
veiled a bust of himself in Carnegie 
Hall last Thursday. 
“I love this bust because it doesn't 
look like me. but the way I should 
look.” he remarked. “ Every time I 
perform here I'll kiss this bust ” 
Said violinist Isaac Stem, presi­ 
dent of Carnegie: 
“This is a permanent record of the 
person who has contributed more 
than anyone else to this house ” 
Rubinstein added. “I’ve been com­ 
ing here for 70 years — no artist as 
long as me."

Soviet grain 
to cost U.S. 


WASHINGTON <AP) - 
American grain going to 
the Soviet Union this year 
will cost U.S. taxpayers 
about $80 million in sub­ 
sidies for ship operators 
and workers, according to 
government estimates. 
The subsidies will exceed 
those paid for carrying the 
grain sold to the Soviet 
Union in 1972. 
The higher costs are due 
to a government program 
that assures U.S. vessels 
against loss if freight rates 
dip below operating costs 
and because of the terms of 
the U.S.-Soviet maritime 
agreement. 
The Russian grain-trade 
ships aren't the only ones 
receiving subsidies for 
operating costs. As part of 
its program to encourage 
grow th of the U.S. 
m erchant m arine, the 
Maritime Administration 
will pay a total of $403 7 
million in 1977, including 
$53 4 million for the Soviet 
sales. 
The subsidies make up 
the difference between the 
b est ra te U.S. ship 
operators can obtain from 
shippers and any op­ 
erating costs in excess of 
those rates. The subsidy is 
supposed to make up for 
the higher costs of comply­ 
ing with U.S. ship regula­ 
tions and higher wages of 


U.S. seamen. 
The government es­ 
timates of $53.4 million in 
subsidies in 1977 for Rus­ 
sian grain trade compares 
with the $29.4 million paid 
out in fiscal 1974, when 
most of the bills for shipp­ 
ing the 1972 sale came in. 
The rest of the $84.5 
million estimated as the 
total cost for current ship­ 
ments will come out of ear­ 
lier budgets. 
And with last year’s 
U.S.-Soviet grain agree­ 
ment com m itting the 
Soviets to buy six million 
metric tons of U.S. grain 
annually, officials in the 
Commerce Department's 
Maritime Administration 
estimate that grain sub­ 
sidies will run at least $30 
million a year over the 
five-year term of the pact. 
The grain is shipped 
primarily in oil tankers. 
The big ships are currently 
in 
e x c ess 
supply 
worldwide, resulting in 
sharply depressed rates for 
ship operators. Rates have 
plunged since the final 
shipm ents of the 1972 
purchase cost the Soviets 
$31 a ton, which was above 
the point where U.S. sub­ 
sidies kick in. 
But now the Soviet Union 
is paying $16 a ton for the 
grain shipped in U.S. ves­ 
sels. 


Israel 
N-bombs 
revealed 


WASHINGTON 'AP) - 
Senior CIA officials es­ 
timate Israel has between 
10 to 20 nuclear weapons 
and say the Russian space 
program is a “shambles.”

In a rare nonclassified 
briefing last week for 
members of an aeronautics 
group, CIA officials were 
quoted as saying Israel is 
estimated to have 10 to 20 
nuclear weapons “ready 
and available for use.” 
Israeli officials have 
declined to say Israel has 
atomic weapons. 


Reports last summer 
placed Israel's nuclear 
capacity at about 10. but 
this was the first public 
CIA estimate of Israeli 
strength, The Post said. No 
further details were given, 
according to the article. 


The 
S oviet 
sp ace 
program is a “shambles” 
after a series of failures 
that included the apparent 
destruction of three large 
boosters — twice the size 
of the U.S. Saturn V 
rockets — which blew up, 
the officials reportedly 
said. The Soviets ap­ 
parently have abandoned 
any plans for manned lunar 
landings, they said.

Pot dilemma: 
New law frustrating 
for state policemen

_ California policemen say the state’s liberalized 
marijuana law is leading to more pot smoking, more 
smuggling, greater traffic hazards and an increase in 
youthful offenders who wrongly believe they are now im­ 
mune from arrest. 
"“ 
But many frustrated officers echo the sentiments of 
Fred Reese, chief of field operations in the Sacramento 
1 County sheriff’s office: 
’’What the bell. If the legislature doesn’t think too much 
about it, why should we?’’ 
The law, which took effect Jan. 1, reduced possession of 
marijuana from a felony to a misdemeanor. Adults 
caught with an ounce or less get a citation like a traffic 
ticket, with a fine of not more than $100. More than an 
ounce may yield six months in jail and a $500 fine. 
Some overworked police departments simply are not 
bothering to enforce the law. Others only cite mis­ 
demeanor offenders if they are apprehended in connec­ 
tion with a traffic violation or a more serious crime A 
few still pursue potheads with zeal. 
Ken Rudman of the state Office of Narcotics and Drug 
Abuse says San Francisco has blatantly “kissed off mari­ 
juana.” San Francisco Mayor George Moscone authored 
the bill for reduced penalties when he was still a state 
senator last year, and his views on marijuana are ob­ 
viously reflected in the actions of his police department 
• The San Francisco Police Department issued only 12 
Citations for possession of the weed in January, compared 
to a monthly average erf 128 arrests for the same offense a 
year ago. 
“We haven’t really targeted too much on marijuana ar­ 
rests,' admitted Inspector Cecil Tharris of the city’s 
narcotics division. “We’re trying to crack down on hard 
drugs.” 
Los Angeles Police Chief Edward M. Davis, a noted 
anti-man juana crusader who once asked his city council 
tor a submarine to curb pot smuggling, has publicly 
vowed to continue maximum enforcement. But be ap­ 
pears to be having some difficulty persuading his men. 
Their arrest and citation record since the start of 1978 is 
running at less than half the old monthly average of 1,100. 
Davis believes the new law will lead to an increase in 
more serious crimes, drastically increasing the burden on 
^his police force Currently 85 per cent of marijuana 
prosecutions in the Los Angeles area stem from other 
^ crimes, he said. He also predicted “galloping lethargy ” in 
—Galifornia classrooms due to increased use erf the weed 
San Diego and Orange counties are maintaining their 
--monthly average of pot busts, the Los Angeles County 
Z sheriff's office is running slightly higher since the new 
^ la w went into effect, San Jose shows a 25 per cent in* 
crease and Sacramento County a 25 per cent decrease. 
The arrest of juveniles, who are finding out the hard 
- way that they are not covered by the new law, has doubted 
in some areas like Ventura County, where 41 young 
•- 
persons were arrested in January, compared with 20 last 
f ’j ctober before the law took effect. 
3 -- ' “It just can’t be a good law. I don’t think people realize 
doesn’t affect persons under 18,” 'said Joseph House, 
"Ska Diego district director of the California Narcotics 
Enforcement Bureau. “We have noticed a peer group 
trend. Kids 15 or 16 are getting small amounts erf 
«-marijuana, perhaps a quarter ounce, thinking it’s legal. 
“^This is a serious problem because probably 35 to 40 per 
;•»-** cent of the people arrested with narcotics and dangerous 


drugs are under 18. ” 
Adult offenders are finding out that a marijuana ci ta­ 
ttoo is not simple as a traffic ticket They can’t forfeit 
bail like traffic violators and must appear in court before 
they can pay the fine. 
“Thus there’s no saving to law enforcement agencies in 
paperwork or court time,” contends Sgt Michael Guy of 
the LAPD narcotics division. “It’s a particular problem 
with juveniles because before the paperwork is finished 
they’re back on the street doing the same things again. 
“After eight years in narcotics work, I personally 
believe our society and our country is going to live to 
regret the changing penalties for marijuana possession 
Widespread use has already resulted in a serious traffic 
hazard, because stoned drivers take more chances. ” 
But no legally acceptable test has been developed yet 
for doped-up drivers. Professor S.J. Gross of UCLA’s 
Anatomy Department still has a year to go in his experi­ 
ments with blood analyses for THC content, the substance 
in cannabis that gives a high. 
Until then, says San Jose Police LL Arnold Bertotti: 
“It’s just too bard to prove I don’t know of any case in 
this county that has been successfully prosecuted for driv­ 
ing under the influence of marijuana " 
Local jurisdictions say smuggling has increased as 
federal agents relax their vigilance against pot to focus on 
hard drugs like heroin. 
Los Angeles County Sheriff Peter J. Pitchess cites a 
16.7-ton marijuana haul in Ventura County last January as 
proof of increased smuggling. Most of the weed was 
aboard a 68-foot fishing trawler being unloaded by 
smaller boats. 
A Ventura-based narcotics officer added: “We’re get­ 
ting a lot more information about smuggling and that 
always means there is more smuggling.” 
But U.S. Drug Enforcement Administration Agent Joe 
Flanders said, “The law has no effect on major traf­ 
fickers, who already have their networks set up with a 
market Small timers might be affected. If smuggling has 
increased in Ventura County it only means it’s decreased 
elsewhere. When they’re hit bard in one area they move 
elsewhere.” 
Jerome Hollander of U S Customs said the pot market 
“is definitely expanding, not shrinking, so there must be 
more smuggling to meet the demand .” But he admitted 
that agents only seized 90 tons of the weed in 1975 com­ 
pared to 181 tons the previous year 
"I guess we’ve been less lucky, less effective,” be con­ 
ceded. “They might have found newer, more effective 
methods that we don’t know about yet.” 
Gordon Brownell of the National Organization for 
Reform of Marijuana Laws contends there has been no in­ 
crease in smuggling or usAge because “prices and 
availability are still the same. The new law has just made 
smoking more open and casual ” 
He cites a study by the Drug Abuse Council in 
Washington that marijuana smoking has actually 
decreased 1 per cent in Oregon since that state liber­ 
alized its pot laws in 1973. 
Brownell s organization recognizes research that 
proves marijuana smoking impairs driving ability “but 
not to the extent of alcohol ” 
He said his group is “ pushing for full 
decriminalization “ of marijuana possession 
“The California law still doesn’t go far enough,” be 
said “If pot smokers could get their marijuana legally, it 
would remove their exposure to the criminal element 


with a financial incentive to sell stronger drugs. We have 
to break the criminal connection.” 
One trend that has emerged so far, Brownell added, is a 
more liberal interpretation of the law in Northern Califor­ 
nia than in Southern California. 
Alameda County , for example, allows those cites for 
possessing small amounts of marijuana to forfeit $40 bail 
without a court appearance. Los Angeles County feels the 
law demands a court appearance. 
But California police officers as a group still oppose the 
new law and blame the leniency of judges and district at­ 
torneys for allowing it to happen. The Bureau of Criminal 
Statistics In Sacramento bears out the tolerance of 
California courts. 
No figures are available for 1975, but police arrests for 
marijuana possession in preceding years rose from 52,027 
in 1972 to 66,641 In 1974. Of the*», more than 90 per cent 
washed out in lower courts and less than 10 per cent 
resulted in Superior Court convictions. 
The vast majority of those convicted got off with fines, 
suspended sentences and probation. Few judges imposed 
maximum sentences when marijuana possession was still 
a felony, and only 2 per cent of those convicted wound up 
in state prison. 
The California Department of Corrections currently 
has only 79 inmates imprisoned for possession of the 
weed 
Brownell believes policemen are the last hard-line 
group still opposed to marijuana because of their psy­ 
chological makeup. 
“You have to ask yourself why people become cops,” be 
said “They’re very moralistic, authoritarian with a clear 
sense of right and wrong Younger cops might be more 
amenable to relaxed marijuana laws but they're still ex­ 
posed to older officers who think it’s the killer weed ’ 
“They’re accustomed to treating marijuana users as 
criminals for the past 60 years. Now they can’t take the 
adjustment. ” 
Los Angeles attorney Steven Mandell, chairman of the 
Marijuana Reform League, expects a vast reduction in 
the number of pot busts because “the new Law has taken 
the fun out of it for policemen Cops like felony arrest 
procedures and lose interest in misdemeanors.” 
If he is correct, it's good news for millions of California 
heads.

Celtics 
learning 
hard way

The Boston Celtics are 
learning just how much 
John Havlicek means to 
their offense , and they’re 
learning the hard way. 
The Celtics have played 
six games since their cap­ 
tain and all-star forward 
suffered his knee injury, 
and have been held under 
100 points each time out. 
The latest was a 102-89 loss 
to the Washington Bullets 
in a nationally televised 
battle of division leaders 
Sunday. 
“We re scratching right 
now,” said Boston Coach 
Tommy Heinsohn, whose 
team is 3-3 w ithout 
Havlicek but still leads the 
Atlantic Division by a com­ 
fortable margin. “ Paul 
Silas is playing his game 
(at power forward), but 
we’re not getting the job 
from the other forward and 
that's the scoring position. 
"Havlicek gives us our 
basic points,” he added 
“ Without 1iim, we get 
caught where we can't play 
our style. The whole 
philosophy of the team is 
based on a sledgehammer 
attack—go, go, go at 
them.” 
The Celtics went at 
Washington in the early 
stages Sunday, but then 
their attack sputtered. The 
Bullets dominated the sec­ 
ond half, outscoring Boston 
52-39 and controling the 
tempo of the game. 
Elsewhere in the NBA. it 
was Los Angeles 137, Buf­ 
falo 109, New Orleans 118, 
Golden State 103, Kansas 
City 114, Atlanta 113, in 
overtime. Seattle 113, New 
York 103; Phoenix 108, 
M ilw aukee 106, and 
Portland 114, Detroit 103. 
"They miss Havlicek,” 
said Washington's Elvin 
Hayes, who led the Bullets 
with 26 points.

Arlene receives low marks 


PHOENIX, Artz 
(AP) 
— It’s unlikely Arlene Hiss 
will drive in the next race 
on the U.S. Auto Club 
championship circuit or 
the Indianapolis 500 this 
year. The Associated Press 
has learned. 
Mrs. Hiss, who made 
history as the first woman 
to make an Indianapolis 
car race, received low 
marks in her debut Sunday 
in the Jimmy Bryan 150, 
which Bobby Unser won. 
So low, in fact, her fellow 
drivers are threatening to 
boycott the next race on 
the schedule unless USAC 
officials ask Mrs. Hiss to 
get more experience 
elsewhere before trying 
again. 
Sources said she had 
been asked to withdraw. 
USAC Executive Direc­ 
tor Dick King said he is 
“reviewing the status of 
Mrs. Hiss’ conditional 
competition license.’ ’ He 
said he would make a 
statement on the matter 
later this week. 
Mrs. Hiss, a Tustin, 
Calif., amateur sports car 
racer and high school 
teacher, was issued a stan­ 
dard probationary license 
for this race and one April 
25 at Trenton. N.J. Her 
goal was to earn a spot in 
the May 30 Indianapolis 
500 
But her debut was a 
rocky one: being lapped 22 
times by the leaders, runn- 
ing 
on 
the 
m ost 
treacherous parts of the 
course at 15-20 miles per 
hour slower than the 
others, and failing to get 


out of the way of faster 
cars. 
She ended up a distant 
14th, last among the cars 
still running, and was 
black flagged once for go­ 
ing dangerously slow. One 
official reported she nearly 
hit a fireman at the scene 
of an accident. 
Mrs. Hiss ran well In 
private practice sessions 
here earlier but has been 
less and less impressive 
since. 
Nevertheless, she had 
seemed overjoyed over her 
performance Sunday. 
“I just wanted to be 
smooth, to stay out of trou­ 
ble. It went pretty much 
like we planned,” she said 
happily. “ I’m not even 
tired." 
She had no comment on 
the controversy. 
Janet Guthrie, another 
woman who has entered In­ 
dianapolis this year but is 
not likely to make it, 
watched the race in grim 
silence.

She was just a 
rookie like anyone else 
But she failed, plain and 
simple. I give her credit 
for trying, but her mis­ 
takes put our lives on the 
line,” said one driver who 
asked not to be identified. 
“I’ve talked to some of the 
others, and we’ll refuse to 
drive at Trenton if she’s 
going to be there.” 
Gary Bettenhausen 
charged, “ By the stan­ 
dards all of us are judged, 
she didn’t measure up. ” 
Unser, who beat Pancho 


Carter to the checkered 
flag by less than two car 
lengths in a dramatic final 
lap dash to the finish Sun­ 
day, finally ended his 
silence on the subject. 
"It’s Idiotic,” he said, 
obviously irritated.

Carter’s mother joined the 
Peace Corps in 1966 
because she was bored 
with her life in this rural, 
southwest Georgia village. 
“I just have to be ac­ 
tive,” said Lillian Carter, 
77, an outspoken and self- 
described 
“ liberated 
woman ” whose eldest son, 
Jimmy, 51, has won three 
of the four Democratic 
presidential primary elec­ 
tions — in New Hampshire, 
Vermont and Florida. 
She admits to some 
nervousness about the 
elections and declined to 
join her son in Florida on 
the eve of last week's pri­ 


mary there because ”1 felt 
like if he won, it would be 
wonderful, and if he lost I 
just couldn't take it in a big 
crowd.” 
But Carter won the 
Florida primary, defeating 
Alabama Gov. George 
Wallace in a state Wallace 
swept four years ago. And 
now Mrs. Carter says, “I 
just feel wonderful. I real­ 
ly do feel positive now. I 
feel like Jimmy’s going to 
win.” 
She campaigned actively 
for her son in 1970 when he 
sought and won Georgia’s 
governorship, but her role 
in his presidential cam­ 
paign is more sedate. Her 
job is to care for her 8- 
year-old granddaughter, 
Amv — the last of Carter’s 


four children still at home. 
“Jimmy always has to 
do something new,” she 
commented in a recent in­ 
terview. “He studies or 
does something all the 
time. He’s never content 
not 
to be 
learning 
something.” And that, she 
added, could describe her, 
too. 
“I was sitting here one 
night looking at television 
... and suddenly the com­ 
mercial came on. It said, 
‘Join the Peace Crops. Age 
is no barrier.”’ 
So in 1966 Mrs. Carter — 
then a 67-year-old widow — 
joined the Peace Corps and 
went to India to work 
among the poor. She said 
she was appalled by many 
of the conditions she en­ 


countered there and that 
her most vivid memory is 
of a terminal leprosy 
patient turned out of a 
hospital to die of star­ 
vation in the streets. 
“ I ’ve always been 
liberated. My husband did 
what he wanted to and I did 
what I wanted to. I’ve got a 
mind of my own. I think 
I’m for a women’s liber­ 
ation,” she commented. 
Her husband, James 
Earl Carter Sr., died in 
1953, leaving both a finan­ 
cial and a political legacy. 
Jimmy Carter abandoned a 
Navy career to take over 
the family’s farming and 
warehousing interests, and 
to take up politics where 
his father left off. 
The elder Carter had 


served one year in the 
legislature at the time of 
his death, and his interest 
in politics probably 
propelled Jimmy in the 
same direction, Mrs. 
Carter said. 
“No, I didn’t encourage 
him. I think he admired his 
father more than anybody 
in the world. He just loved 
him, and Earl was just in 
the legislature one year.” 
Besides Jimmy, Mrs. 
Carter has three other 
children: Gloria, now Mrs. 
Walter G. Spann, 49; Ruth, 
now Mrs. Robert T 
Stapleton, 46; and Billy 
Carter, 38. 
After the death of her 
husband, Mrs. Carter left 
Plains — a hamlet with a 
population of 706 — to 


become a house mother at 
Kappa Alpha fraternity at 
Auburn University. 
“Plains is so small ... 
and there’s just simply no 
social life in Plains,” she 
said.

Assemblyman Bill Lancaster, an­ 
nounced today that he will seek re- 
election to his 62nd Assembly 
District seat.

The assemblyman was first 
elected to his seat in a special elec­ 
tion in June 1972 He was re-elected 
in the 1972 and 1974 general elections 
Lancaster recently was elected by 
his colleagues to membership on the 
Assembly Rules Committee He also 
serves on the Local Government, 
Finance, Insurance and Commerce 
committees and the select commit­ 
tees on municipal liability insurance 
and health science education 
He says that his major concerns 
are the state economy, taxation and 
the ability of citizens, business, local 
government and education to meet 
increasing demands of state and 
federal legislation and regulations. 
“Unemployment in California is 
above the national level and the only 
permanent solution is an improved 
economy through business expan 
sion,” said Lancaster “At the state 
level we must encourage, not dis­ 
courage the creation of new jobs by 
creating a business climate to at­ 
tract industry. 
“I am concerned about the burden 
placed on property taxpayers by 
state mandated programs and tax 
shifts. Constant increases, coupled

with inflation have hurt homeowners 
and made it almost impossible for 
retired persons and young families to 
purchase or maintain their own 
homes 
“ As a legislator, I feel we must 
constantly re-examine program a 
with the needs and resources of our 
citizens in mind The expansion of 
government has reached a point that 
it is involved in almost all aspects of 
our daily lives.“ 
The assemblyman added that he 
“looked forward to the opportunity“ 
to continue to represent his district. 
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No such thing 
as free lunch 


The nation is being rocked by two powerful and 
conflicting tides in this, the 200th year of its ex- 
istenee 
On the one side is a growing public disenchant­ 
ment with big government, especially big govern­ 
ment spending and its inflationary consequences 
An indication of this is the fact that the legislatures 
of eight states so far have passed resolutions asking 
Congress to submit a constitutional amendment 
that would prohibit federal deficits. 
As the U.S. Chamber of Commerce notes, in only 
one out of the last 16 years has the federal govern­ 
ment not run a deficit. The national debt now ex­ 
ceeds $600 billion, or nearly $3,000 for every man. 
woman and child in the country. 
At its 57th annual convention in January, the 
American Farm Bureau Federation called for a 
similar antideficit amendment, and in addition 
adopted a resolution urging “that no salary in­ 
crease be granted to any elected federal official un­ 
til the federal budget is balanced.” 
At the same time, however, there is as much, or 
more, pressure in the opposite direction —- toward 
even more federal spending on a host of needs. 
The federal bail-out of New York is only the worst 
and most publicized example of the fiscal plight of 
the cities. Cleveland, one of many large cities on 
the ailing list, is depending upon $54.8 million in 
federal aid during the next year just to maintain its 
already low level of public services. Four years 
ago, Cleveland’s federal subsidy was only $17.8 
million. 
Because of the “nightmare ’ of staff cuts and 
budget cuts facing urban school districts, delegates 
to the recent annual convention of the American As­ 
sociation of School Administrators talked about 
boosting federal aid to education to fully one-third 
of the total national cost. 
Said one Oklahoma superintendent, “Our only 
hope is the federal level. We have no other choice. 
At the National Conference of Governors recent­ 
ly, Vice President Nelson Rockefeller recom­ 
mended a five-point program to “move as rapidly 
as possible toward 100 per cent federal financing of 
public assistance” — a total federal takeover of 
welfare. 
The question, of course, is where the federal 
government is going to get the money for all this ex­ 
cept through higher taxes or the creation of even 
cheaper money by further deficit spending, or both 
Theoretically, it would seem logical that the 
more the federal government underwrites the 
responsibilities that once belonged to the states or 
local communities, the less Americans would have 
to be taxed on the local level. But It hasn’t worked 
out that way. As federal subsidies have risen, so 
have state and local taxes — and deficits. 
Nor does the record offer much hope that a plan 
like Ronald Reagan’s to return both federal money 
and responsibilities to the states would reverse this 
situation. 
Here, theoretically, federal expenditures should 
fall as local expenditures rose. But again, it is un­ 
likely that it would work out that way in practice, 
for it is the very failure of inability of the states to 
meet their own needs that is the cause of the ex­ 
panded role of the federal government. The sugges 
tion that the citizens of the poorer states “vote with 
their feet” and move elsewhere is somewhat less 
than brilliant. 
We are, in short, on a dizzying merry-go-round. 
The rising needs and expectations of Americans 
have led to federal deficits, which have fueled infla­ 
tion, which in turn has impoverished local govern 
ments and led to still more demands for federal 
spending. 
To stop the cycle by barring federal deficits and 
thereby, it is hoped, curb inflation, may indeed be 
the necessary first step to a solution. But this would 
involve wrenching changes many Americans may 
.not wish to contemplate. 
There simply is not, nor ever has been a free 
lunch

Jack Anderson 
Frank Church the candidate 


(E ditor s Note: Today Jack 
Anderson awards the brass ring, 
good for one free ride on the 
Washington Merry-Go-Round, to 
Sen.

WASHINGTON — On a dismal day 
in 1949, a 23-year-old Stanford law 
student, named Frank Church, was 
told by his doctors that his backaches 
came from terminal cancer. 
He refused to accept the verdict. 
He underwent massive surgery, then 
X-ray treatments. By the time he 
recovered from the ordeal, the six- 
foot Frank Church weighed barely 90 
pounds But the cancer was gone, 
and it has never returned. 
It’s hard to imagine that the 
charismatic, huskily healthy Senator 
of today almost left his mark as a 
cancer fatality statistic. 
His round blue eyes are clear 
behind his glasses, his tan skin is 
stretched tight on a cherubic face; 
his greying hair flops out of place 
with a boyish rascality. 
“ After that experience,” the 
Senator reflects, “1 decided that life 
itself was the major risk. It could be 
snatched away at any moment It has 
to be lived to the fullest. I had to take 
big chances Win or lose, 1 had to 
play for high stakes. ” 
The high-stake game he chose was 
politics. In the solid Republican state 
of Idaho, he ran for the Senate in 1956 
on the Democratic ticket He not 
only triumphed but he has been re­ 
elected three times, 
In 1964, he went against the 
overwhelming public opinion in his 
state and challenged America s en­ 
tanglement in the jungles erf Viet­ 
nam. He not only survived at the 
polls but is now honored for his 
political courage 
Later this week, he’ll take another 
big gamble With little money and no 
organization, he’ll plunge into the 


presidential race at a time when 
others are dropping out. The political 
odds against him are enormous, but 
Frank Church is still determined to 
take all he can get out of life. 
Those who know him stress one 
characteristic. “ He’s a thoroughly 
decent person,” they agree He has 
character and integrity, they add. 
They all speak, too, of his courage 
“He has always had the guts to stick 
out his neck when he has had to, 
said a Senate colleague, 
Frank Church is an ambitious 
politician who carefully scheduled 
time for his family when his public 
career threatened to absorb his life. 
He is a serious, almost solemn of­ 
ficeholder who uses cold precision to 
dissect and discredit an opponent’s 
logic Yet at ihe same time. Church 
has a bubbling, boyish enthusiasm 
and a subtle, warm wit. 
He confounds the pundits with his 
political philosophy, which can be 
labeled roughly as liberal. Yet It 
rests on conservative foundations. 
He traces his philosophy back to his 
father, a conservative who always 
“thought the bottom was going to fall 
out, a man who felt he couldn t af­ 
ford to take risks 
Frank Church, the big political 
roller, grew up accepting his father s 
philosophy. But his experience with 
cancer altered some erf his boyhood 
concepts. And his wife. Bethine. 
. greatly influenced his new direction 
As one of his close fnends told us: 
“ You can’t understand Frank if you 
don’t know Bethine.” 
Bethine Church grew up in politics 
and has played an active role Ut her 
husbands career She is his sounding 
board and devil-« advocate, a partner 
beyond the normal Candidate-and 
wife relationship 
The revelations from Church s 
committees on multinational cor­ 
porations and intelligence agencies 


which have startled the country 
helped solidify many of his attitudes 
He uses his debater’s skills to build 
an extensive case when he talks of 
his work. 
“ People are disillusioned with 
government,” he says, moving his 
hands in em phatic but natural 
gestures. “ T here’s a sense of 
cynicism in the land, disgruntle- 
ment, disgust. That attitude won’t 
change until people feel there's in­ 
tegrity in government. 
“ After having found crime in the 
White House, after finding in my in­ 
vestigations that this corruption, this 
disrespect for people’s rights has In­ 
fected our basic aiieociee 
■ It’s 
more than disturbing — it’s out­ 
rageous. It’s downright scary to find 
the beginnings of a secret police in 
the FBI 
“ All this isn't going to be stopped 
by cosmetic action in Congress. It 
will take a President to bring govern­ 
ment back inside the law and restore 
the sense of legitimacy in govern­ 
ment to the people 
“Without that,” he notes, “just 
wait for the demagogue, the man 
who claims to have all the answers 
It COULD happen here ” 
Frank Church walks around his 
orderly office as he thinks and talks 
about the state of the world. Oc­ 
casionally, he puffs thoughtfully on a 
cigar, carefully avoiding dropping 
the ashes 
“There has been a tremendous 
c o n c e n t r a t i o n of p ow er in 
Washington,” notes the rural Idaho 
man beneath the urbane Senator 
“The country has been made into a 
pyramid by big government, big 
business, big labor, with all of it 
«'entered here.” 
Frank Church is gambling that he 
can climb to the top of that pyramid 
of power in order to rebuild it

Avery Carmack Jr., auditor of the Old National 
Bank, said a photocopy you had sent him of an ac­ 
count book with the North Side Bank showed that it 
was a memorandum book and not a savings pass­ 
book. 
He added that when Old National Bank acquired 
North Side Bank the latter’s records were saved 
and microfilmed after documentation and then 
stored He and his associates were unable to locate 
any accounts in either your or your wife’s name 
open at the merger date. 
His surmise is that the account was closed as in­ 
active sometimes between the time of your depar­ 
ture and the date of the merger. 
He said North Side’s records do not go back far 
enough to document this theory but that a passbook 
savings account ordinarily is considered inactive by 
banks of Indiana after three years of no activity and 
a checking account is considered inactive after 
oneyear.

DEAR READER - Bilirubin is 
not bile salt, it is a bile pigment The 
bile salts are substances in the bile 
produced by tbe Uver that help to 
emulsify fats so that they can be 
absorbed Bilirubin is a pigment that 
comes from hemoglobin in the red 
blood cells. 
The adult human body manufac­ 
turers about 3 million new red blood 
cells every second These replace 
those that are destroyed 
As red 
Mood cells break, their iron-eon tain 
mg hemoglobin which carries oxy­ 


gen and carbon dioxide, is releused 
into tin* blood stream. The liver 
processes this Through various bodi 
ly processes much of the pigment is 
recycled and used again, but a cer­ 
tain amount of it is eliminated in the 
Mk* This is the major factor in caus­ 
ing bile to have its color and imparts 
the color to the undigested food res» 
due in the digestive tract. 
The bilirubin pigment can in­ 
crease in the blood because of Hi 
creased destruction of red Mood 
cells or because* of a slow response* of 
the liver to eliminate excess pig­ 
ment through bile If the bile ducts 
are obstructed so they can t drain 
then bilirubin In the blood will in­ 
crease 
I have just described tbe three 
major results of jaundice, which is 
caused by increased bilirubin, ui 
creased destruction of red blood 
cells, disease* of the Uver cells or 
through disease of tbe gall bladder 
and bile ducts obstructing tbe drain 
age of Mk* and biliruMn pigment 
Some people may have a mild 
elevation of bilirubin without having 
any significant liver disease* or other 
medical problems I presume the 


elevation in your son’s case was 
sufficiently mild and in the absence* 
of any other evidence of disease the* 
doctor has wisely decided that it is of 
no significance
